Venezuela's Chavez dead 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
lost his battle with cancer yes¬ 
terday, silencing the leading 
voice of the Latin American 
left and plunging his divided 
oil-rich nation into an uncer¬ 
tain future. 

"We have received the 
toughest and tragic informa¬ 
tion that... comandante Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez died today 
at 4:25 pm," a tearful Vice 
President Nicolas Maduro an¬ 
nounced on television, directly 
from a Caracas military hospi¬ 
tal. 

"Long live Chavez," the of¬ 
ficials surrounding him 
shouted. 

Chavez, who was 58, had 
been checked into the hospital 



on February 18 to continue 
chemotherapy after two 
months in Cuba, where in De¬ 
cember he had undergone his 


fourth round of cancer surgery 
since June 2011. 

After 14 years under the 
charismatic former paratroo¬ 
per, Venezuelans now face the 
prospect of snap elections, 
with Maduro hand-picked to 
succeed him. 

The once ubiquitous sym¬ 
bol of Latin America's "anti¬ 
imperialist" left had dis¬ 
appeared from public view 
after flown to Cuba on Decem¬ 
ber 10, an unusual absence that 
fueled rumors about his health. 

He was only been seen in a 
few photos released last 
month, which showed him in 
his Havana hospital bed, smil¬ 
ing with his two daughters at 
his side.

How did he get the name 
Boedoem? He says his nick¬ 
name he got when he was 7 
years old. In those days they 
sold the double shot fireworks 
at Christmas time, and he lit 
one of these upside down. But, 
by the time my friends could 
tell me that it was lit upside 
down...it was too late. I turned 
my back, began to run, but the 
firework was already lit and ex¬ 
ploded, and hit me in the back. 
From that day on the name 
“Boedoem” was stuck on me. 

A few of Boedoem’s special 
works of art are his dolls 
dressed in Carnival’s outfits. 
He has been making these dolls 
for the past eight years. His in¬ 
spiration came from his daugh¬ 
ter who asked him one day why 
he couldn’t make dresses for 
her dolls. One day he tried his 
hands at it and today his dolls 
are on the market. They spend 
family time every night making 
these dolls which they call 
“Caboem” dolls. The name is a 
combination of Carlos and 
Boedoem, because Carlos 
(Tromp) is his right hand man 
in Carnival. 

To date, Boedoem has made 
over 130 dolls of different vari¬ 
ations and outfits. His dolls are 
very attractive and very popu¬ 
lar items during the Carubbian 
Festival. 

Our tourists are delighted 
with their beauty and art work. 

Locals also enjoy his art 
work, which makes Boedoem 
very happy. He says...”I am 
committed to Aruba and as 
long as God gives me the 
strength and health I will con¬ 
tinue contributing my art by 
which I am known to Carnival. 
I will continue to help wher¬ 
ever I can to help Aruba con¬ 
tinue to thrive.” 

Boedoem is yet another one 
of Aruba’s faithful and dedi¬ 
cated ambassadors who make a 
real difference in promoting 
our culture and tourism.

Massive winter storm grounds 1,200 
US flights

The government had sent 
mixed signals about the presi¬ 
dent's health for weeks, warn¬ 
ing one day that he was 
battling for his life, yet insist¬ 
ing as recently as last weekend 
that Chavez was still in charge 
and giving orders. 

But the opposition repea¬ 
tedly accused the government 
of lying about the president's 
condition. 

Chavez will be mourned by 
many of the country's poor, 
who revered the self-styled 
revolutionary for using the 
country's oil riches to fund 
popular housing, health, food 
and education programs. 

And like-minded Latin 
American leaders like Cuba's 
Raul Castro, Ecuador's Rafael 
Correa and Bolivia's Evo 
Morales have lost a close 
friend who used his diplomatic 
muscle and cheap oil to shore 
up their rule. 

Chavez died five months 
after winning an October elec¬ 
tion, overcoming a resurgent 
opposition and public frustra¬ 
tion over a rising murder rate, 
regular blackouts and soaring 
inflation. 

He missed his swearing-in 
for a new six-year term on Jan¬ 
uary 10, but the Supreme 
Court approved an indefinite 
delay. Under Venezuela's con¬ 
stitution an election must be 
held within 30 days of the 
president's death. 

A new election could offer 
another shot at the presidency 
to Henrique Capriles, the op¬ 


position leader who lost to 
Chavez in October. 

Until picking Maduro, 50, 
as his political heir, Chavez 
had never allowed other lea¬ 
ders to emerge within his Uni¬ 
ted Socialist Party of Vene¬ 
zuela (PSUV). 

He used the ballot box to 
consolidate his power and 
push through policies that 
drove a wedge into Venezuelan 
society, alienating the wealthy 
with expropriations while 
wooing the poor with social 
handouts. 

Chavez won re-election in 
October vowing to make his 
self-styled 21st century revolu¬ 
tion "irreversible." 

The opposition had accused 
Chavez of misusing public 
funds for his campaign and 
dominating the airwaves while 
forcing government workers to 
attend rallies through intimida¬ 
tion. 

His death will particularly 
affect Cuba's communist 
regime, whose moribund state- 
run economy has relied heav¬ 
ily on Chavez's oil generosity. 

Under Fidel Castro's men¬ 
toring, Chavez became the 
face of the radical left in Latin 
America, with regular diatribes 
against US "imperialism" and 
the forging of ties with regimes 
at odds with Washington in 
Syria, Libya and Iran. 

But despite tense relations 
with the United States, Chavez 
continued to export one mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil per day up 
north. 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A massive 
winter storm pounding the 
northern United States yester¬ 
day grounded over 1,200 
flights, closed hundreds of 
schools and made roadways 
and highways impassible.

US calls for 
N. Korea 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United States yesterday 
called on the UN Security 
Council to hit North Korean 
diplomats and "illicit" cash 
transfers with sanctions to step 
up pressure over the isolated 
state's nuclear program. 

US ambassador to the 
United Nations Susan Rice 
said China had agreed on "next 
level" sanctions against the 
North and that she hopes for a 
vote by the 15-member council 
this week. 

The text of a draft resolu¬ 
tion was handed to other coun¬ 
cil members at a closed 
meeting yesterday. 

The proposed measures 
would "take the UN sanctions 
imposed on North Korea to the 
next level, breaking new 
ground and imposing signifi¬ 
cant new legal obligations," 
Rice told reporters after the 
short meeting. 

"For the first time ever, this 
resolution targets the illicit ac¬ 
tivities of North Korean diplo¬ 
matic personnel, North Korean 
banking relationships, illicit 
transfers of bulk cash and new 
travel restrictions." 

She said that if passed, the 
measures "will significantly 
impede North Korea's ability

Designer drugs on the rise, 
serious health risk: UN report 



VIENNA (AFP) - Designer 
drugs are multiplying at a wor¬ 
rying rate and increasingly 
sending users to hospital, a 
UN-affiliated report said Tues¬ 
day, calling for international 
efforts to stem the spread of 
these substances. 

"In recent years, there has 
been an unprecedented surge 
in the abuse of new psychoac¬ 
tive substances," often called 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Swedish furniture giant Ikea 
pulled a batch of almond cakes 
from its restaurants in 23 coun¬ 
tries on Tuesday after Chinese 
authorities said they contained 
coliform bacteria, normally 
present in faecal matter. 

The Swedish-made cakes 
had failed tests "for containing 
an excessive level of coliform 
bacteria, according to the Gen¬ 
eral Administration of Quality 
Supervision, Inspection and 
Quarantine," the Shanghai 
Daily website wrote.

Chokladkrokant cakes — de¬ 
scribed on its website as an al¬

"As abuse of these sub¬ 
stances has increased, so too 
has the number of users who 
have experienced grave health 
consequences or even suffered 
death due to exposure to 
them," it went on, pointing to

gency room visits for adverse 
health reactions" and "signifi¬ 
cant increases in calls to poi¬ 
son treatment centres." 

Aggravating the problem 
further was the fact that these 
drugs were not subject to inter¬ 
national control regimes and 
were readily available on the 
Internet, requiring states and 
international institutions to 
find new ways to identify the 
drugs and stop their distribu¬ 
tion, the UN-affiliated INCB 
said. 

Another increasing problem 
was the rise in prescription 
drug abuse, including 
painkillers, sedatives and oth¬ 
ers used to treat epilepsy, at¬ 
tention-deficit hyperactivity 
disorder and mental illnesses. 

The Board makes annual 
recommendations on narcotics 
policy to states but also inter¬ 
national institutions, including 
the United Nations. 



FRANKFURT (AFP) - Ger¬ 
man pharmaceuticals giant 
Bayer, maker of Aspirin, 
vowed Monday to fight a rul¬ 
ing by the patent authorities in 
India allowing a local com¬ 
pany to produce and sell a 
generic copy of its anti-cancer 
drug Nexavar. 

India’s Intellectual Property 
Appellate Board has rejected 
an appeal by Bayer against the 
decision by a local patent au¬ 
thority to grant a license to 
generics manufacturer Natco 
Pharma, allowing it to copy 
Nexavar. 

The patent authority al¬ 
lowed Natco to make copies of 
Nexavar on the grounds that 
Bayer’s drug is too expensive 
for most people in India. 

The license allows Natco to 
sell generic versions of the 
drug at a fraction of Bayer's 
price. 

But Bayer said in a state¬ 
ment that it "strongly dis¬ 
agrees with the conclusions of 
the Intellectual Property Ap¬ 
pellate Board." 

The challenges faced by the 


Indian healthcare system had 
"little or nothing to do with 
patents on pharmaceutical 
products as all products on 
India's essential drug list are 
not patented," Bayer said. 

One of the main barriers to 
access to medicines in devel¬ 
oping countries such as India 
was the lack of adequate 
healthcare services and infra¬ 
structure ensuring that drugs 
would effectively bring treat¬ 
ment to those who need it. 

"The order of the Intellec¬ 
tual Property Appellate Board 
weakens the international 
patent system and endangers 
pharmaceutical research," 
Bayer argued. 

The limited period of mar¬ 
keting exclusivity made possi¬ 
ble by patents ensures that the 
costs associated with the re¬ 
search and development of in¬ 
novative medicines can be 
recovered, it said. 

Bayer said it has a patient 
access programme in place in 
India for Nexavar, which "sig¬ 
nificantly reduces the cost of 
the monthly treatment."

3D printer wows world's 
top high-tech fair 



HANOVER, Germany (AFP) 
- Of all the futuristic gadgets 
on show at CeBIT, the world's 
top high-tech fair, few drew 
bigger crowds Tuesday than a 
3D printer creating solid ob¬ 
jects in plastic from a com¬ 
puter display. 

The machine, developed by 
German company "fabbster", 
melts plastic and then builds 
up incredibly fine "layers" just 
88 microns (0.088 millimetres) 
thick, eventually producing a 
solid physical object with im¬ 
pressive detail. 

The system is currently 
being used mainly by small 
businesses, architects, design¬ 
ers and engineers, explained 
Fabian Grupp, project man¬ 
ager. 

"You can really make any¬ 
thing you can think of," he en¬ 
thused. Coming soon is the 


ability to create multi-coloured 
objects and use different materi¬ 
als within the same "print-out". 

The time varies from object 
to object, but the machine 
takes around one hour to "print 
out" a small plastic bottle. 

This machine retails for 
1,500 euros ($2,000), making 
it attractive only for "ambi¬ 
tious" hobbyists, he acknowl¬ 
edged, although he said the 
price would inevitably come 
down as the technology im¬ 
proves. 

The CeBIT, the world's 
biggest fair for the high-tech 
sector is taking place until 
March 9 in the northern Ger¬ 
man city of Hanover. 

Some 4,100 exhibitors from 
around 70 countries are ex¬ 
pected to set up shop in the 
cavernous halls of the 
Hanover showgrounds. 


US Court mulling 
whether DNA swabs 
violate privacy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court is consid¬ 
ering whether taking DNA 
swabs during an arrest violates 
privacy, in what one justice 
said was the court's "most im¬ 
portant criminal procedure 
case" in decades. 

The nine judges seemed 
split on the issue during the 
hearing to decide whether civil 
liberties trumped the interest 
of solving crimes. 

Alonzo Jay King was ar¬ 
rested in April 2009 in Mary¬ 
land for acts of aggression. A 
saliva sample was taken and 
sent to a lab, as allowed under 
Maryland law, without a war¬ 
rant and even before the sus¬ 
pect had been indicted. 

A month after the arrest, the 
DNA analysis came back, link¬ 
ing King to a sample taken from 
the victim of an unsolved rape. 

With that DNA evidence, 
King was convicted and re¬ 
ceived a life sentence — but he 
appealed, invoking the Consti¬ 


tution's Fourth Amendment, 
which protects against "unrea¬ 
sonable searches and 
seizures." 

The Maryland appeals court 
agreed with him, saying the 
Fourth Amendment forbade 
taking the DNA sample with¬ 
out his permission or a war¬ 
rant. Maryland, backed by the 
federal government, then took 
the case to the nation's top 
court. 

Michael Dreeben, a lawyer 
for the government, argued 
that "the state has a compelling 
interest in taking information 
from individuals arrested." 

But Chief Justice John 
Roberts, also a conservative, 
expressed concern that allow¬ 
ing samples to be taken during 
arrests could lead to a domino 
effect in which they would be 
taken from "anybody pulled 
over for a traffic violation." 

The high court is expected 
to give its decision before the 
end of June.

HANOVER, Germany(AFP) - 
It looks like an ordinary black, 
comfy chair, perfect for a re¬ 
laxing hour or two in front of 
the television. 

But things are rarely as they 
seem at the CeBIT, the world's 
top high-tech fair, and this 
humble-looking chair is part- 
nurse, part-fitness coach de¬ 
signed for the increasing 
hoards of elderly in Germany 
and across the developed 
world. 

Highly intelligent sensors in 
the chair register the owner's 
weight, blood pressure, heart 
rate and posture and builds a

database of vital signs over a 
period of time. 

And if the chair notices a 
few extra pounds, it flips into 
fitness coach mode and sug¬ 
gests a series of exercises. 

The comfy arm-rests con¬ 
vert into a fully functioning 
rowing machine and the user 
"rows" down a river displayed 
on a big screen. 

"Even in this mode, the sen¬ 
sors record all the vital signs 
and the health assistant notes if 
the person is not performing 
the exercises properly," said 
Sven Feilner from the Fraun¬ 
hofer Institute as he put him¬ 
self through his paces. 

Users can link up with other 
users and "race" against each 
other or simply follow a tailor- 
made fitness programme, 
monitored closely by the chair. 

The chair exercises the mind 
as well, with a "Simon Says"- 


type memory game in which 
the user shifts his or her weight 
in the chair in response to a 
random pattern. 

"We're trying to make peo¬ 
ple more active, especially 
given our ageing population," 
explained project leader 
Matthias Struck. 

Struck's team is working on 
bringing the prototype model 
unveiled at the CeBIT onto the 
market in "one, maybe two 
years," he said. The chairs 
could be particularly useful in 
old peoples' homes, he sug¬ 
gested. 

One thing that might make 
you sit up straight: the price. 

"Already without the tech¬ 
nology, these chairs aren't par¬ 
ticularly cheap," said Struck. "I 
would estimate 2,000-3,000 
euros ($2,600-3,900) and then 
you're probably looking at the 
same again for all the sensors."

Shell decries 
'unprecedented* 
oil theft 


Dow smashes record as US 
stocks surge 


LAGOS (AFP) - Oil giant 
Shell on Monday raised alarm 
over "unprecedented” oil theft 
in Nigeria, particularly related 
to the sabotage of one of its 
key pipelines, and called for 
urgent action to address the 
problem. 

Meanwhile they warned it 
may not meet production tar¬ 
gets on Bonny Light crude in 
Nigeria after it shut down a 
key pipeline that has been re¬ 
peatedly hit by sabotage and 
theft. 

The cause of the latest leak 
on the Nembe Creek Trunk¬ 
line, discovered on Sunday, 
was not yet clear. The line has 
in the past been hit repeatedly 
by oil thieves seeking crude 
for sale on the black market. 

Shell’s Nigeria unit "de¬ 
clared force majeure on Bonny 
Light offtake programme ef¬ 
fective 1600 hours Nigerian 
time today, 5th March, follow¬ 
ing the shutdown of Nembe 
Creek Trunkline (NCTL) after 
a leak was observed on Sun¬ 
day," it said. 

"The cause will be deter¬ 
mined by a Joint Investigation 
Visit, which will be scheduled 
once the leak point has been 
excavated." 

Force majeure is a legal 
term releasing a company from 
contractual obligations due to 
circumstances beyond its con¬ 
trol. Bonny Light is one of the 
main grades of crude oil pro¬ 
duced in Nigeria.

MONTREAL (AFP) - A German museum for the first time 
on Tuesday returned a painting despoiled by the Nazis 
to the estate of a late German Jewish art dealer. Concor¬ 
dia University in Montreal, acting on behalf of the execu¬ 
tors of the estate of Max Stern (1904-1987), announced 
Staatsgalerie Stuttgart’s restitution of an early Northern 
Renaissance painting belonging to Stern. The painting 
of the Virgin and Child, attributed to the Master of Fle- 
malle (1375-1444), identified by historians as Robert 
Campin, was donated to the Stuttgart museum after the 
Second World War. Since 2003, Concordia has sought to 
recover more than 400 paintings lost to Stern at the 
hands of the Nazis through a forced sale in 1937. Stern 
himself shuttered his Dusseldorf gallery in December of 
that year, and fled to London before settling in Canada. 
While in London he was forced to liquidate even more 
paintings, including the Virgin and Child, in order to buy 
a German exit visa for his mother. He would go on to be¬ 
come one of Canada’s most important art dealers and 
collectors. 



NEW DELHI (AFP) -Best-selling Indian author won a $1 
million advance for the South Asian rights to a new tril¬ 
ogy, the biggest such deal ever struck, his publishers 
said. India's Westland Press has paid 50 million rupees 
to Amish Tripathi, a banker-turned-writer, as an advance 
for the South Asian rights to his next series of three 
books. Tripathi saw half a million copies of his recent 
mythological fantasy "The Oath of the Vayuputras" - the 
final book of his last trilogy — fly off the shelves within 
a day of its release last week, local media reported. Tri- 
pathi's trilogy is based on the premise that the Hindu 
gods were not mythical beings but creatures of flesh and 
blood. 


Record 1 in 5 of world lawmakers 
women 



GENEVA (AFP) - The share 
of women in the world's parlia¬ 
ments has risen to a new high 
topping 20 percent, with quo¬ 
tas the driving the surge, the 
International Parliamentary 
Union said yesterday. 

"Since parliaments exist, 
this is the first time in history 
that there's been one woman 
for every four men," said An¬ 
ders Johnsson, head of the 
Geneva-based IPU, which 
groups 162 national legisla¬ 
tures.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Car¬

Johnsson said research 
showed that a "critical mass" of 
30 percent was needed for 
women to influence the legisla¬ 
tive process. 

"When you have those kinds 
of numbers, the agenda tends 
to change. I'm not talking about 
a women's agenda, but a gen¬ 
der perspective," he explained. 

Nordic countries, have long 
boasted the world's highest 
proportion of women in their 
parliaments, had an average of 
42 percent in 2012. 

Europe's overall rate was 

23.2 percent, behind the Amer¬ 
icas' 24.1 percent. 

Women accounted for 20.4 
percent of Sub-Saharan 
Africa's lawmakers, and for 
17.9 percent in Asia. 

In the Pacific, the figure was 

15.3 percent — and just three 
percent excluding Australia 
and New Zealand. 

Arab states trailed with 13.2 
percent, the IPU noted, saying 
the region had failed to deliver 
on the promises of democratic 
change heralded by the Arab 
Spring. 

The notable exception was 
Algeria, with 31.6 percent, 
thanks to its quota.

Olympics: Japan Inc . 
ready to back Tokyo 
Games 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan's cor¬ 
porate giants are ready to chip 
in for another Summer 
Olympics in Tokyo in hopes 
the Games will provide the 
same economic boost as the 
1964 edition, Toyota's chair¬ 
man said Tuesday. 

Despite years of deflation 
that has forced big Japanese 
companies to reduce sports 
sponsorships including the 
ending of Panasonic's deal with 
golf star Ryo Ishikawa, Fujio 
Cho said Japan Inc. would 
bring plenty to the table. 

"If Tokyo gets the 2020 
Olympics, I believe businesses 
will become sponsors and sup¬ 
port them," the Toyota chair¬ 
man said after meeting a team 
from the International Olympic 
Committee who are evaluating 
Tokyo's bid. 

"The Japanese economy 
soared very quickly after 
1964," Cho, 76, told reporters. 

"I don't think it will do quite 
the same again but I have no 
doubt it will provide a boost," 
said Cho, citing the spin-off de¬ 
mand for new products and the 
fillip to tourism. 

He added that many compa¬ 
nies in Japan have a record of 
involvement in sport, including 
Toyota which has connections 
with motorsport, rugby, basket¬ 
ball, softball, long-distance 
running and football. 

"Many companies are top 
sponsors of the IOC and part¬ 


ners of the JOC (Japanese 
Olympic Committee)." 

The Toyota boss was among 
business leaders who briefed 
the 14-member inspection 
team on finance and marketing, 
two of the 14 themes the three 
candidate cities outlined in re¬ 
ports to the IOC last month. 

After four days in Tokyo, the 
team will visit Madrid and Is¬ 
tanbul later this month before 
drawing up a technical report 
on the bids for the 101 IOC 
members who will vote to 
choose the 2020 host on Sep¬ 
tember 7. 

The Japanese government 
assured the IOC that it would 
cover any cost over-runs in or¬ 
ganising the Olympics. 

Tokyo Governor Naoki 
Inose reminded them that the 
city had a $4.3 billion reserve 
fund for construction of 
Olympic infrastructure, ac¬ 
cording to an official of the 
Tokyo bid committee. 

The committee has estimated 
the 2020 Games' effect on the 
domestic economy as worth 
$38 billion with the creation of 
more than 150,000 jobs. 

Financial health is also a 
strong point in Istanbul's bid as 
Turkey has enjoyed years of 
high economic growth. But 
Madrid is struggling as Spain 
battles a recession and high un¬ 
employment while slashing 
spending.
